‘To-day at 2 r. M. the very imposing 
ceremony of laying the corner stone of the 
Branch Normal School of the State will 
take place, under the auspices of the 
Grand Lodge of Masons. 

Los Angeles, through her representa- 
tives in the State Legislature, made a 
hard and stubborn fight to get the main 
building here, but failed in her- gigantic 
efforts. True to California instincts, how- 
ever, she shuffled the cards again, played 
for everything in sight and won, although 
she was playing a single hand against 
some of the strongest counties in the 
State. It will be in order to give a brief 
description of this magnificent structure. 
In regard to the city, it is needless to say 
that a more beautiful spot could not be 
found. 

LOCATION OF THE BUILDING. 

It is situated about three-quarters of a 
mile from the business portion of the city, 
on aneminence about two hundred feet 
above the level of the city. From the 
grounds the visitor has a birds-eye view of 
the entire city, and for miles around beau- 
tiful orange groves loom up in all their 

semi-tropic grandeur. The students who 
will be fortunate enough to gain admis- 
sion into this school will go forth to their 
life work feeling that their sojourn here 
was in a paradise of beauty that can never 
be surpassed, in this world at least. 

The grounds of the institution cover an 
area of 390x575 feet, or nearly five acres. 
In front of the building there is a small 
grove of neglected but fine orange trees. 

The basement of the building contains 
ten rooms ranging in size from 9x17 to 
$1x25 feet. This will be the general stor- 
age floor, the janitor’s room, fire rooms, 


etc. 
The next and principal floor will be de- 
voted to the parlors, superintendent’s 


office, and dal large class rooms, in all 
fourteen rooms. 

The second floor is, perhaps, the most 
important, as the hall for the occurrence 
of the graduating exercises will be located 
on this floor.
